COLONIAL STATISTICS. 

Wi have bo often alludod to the disgrace- 
ful want of official statistics of the condition 
of Vancouver Island, that we are beginning 
to fancy, from the disposition evinced by the 
Legislative branobos of the Government thai 
our rulers have become so enamored of ex 
perimentol legislation— so determined to 
gropa in tbe dark, blundering here and stum- 
bling there, thai they are really averse to 
the smallest ray of light being admitted to 
the subjects of their consideration. What 
would be thought of a man in possession of 
an estate who cared not to enquire into its 
natuto or extent, its capacity to produce 
wealth or the amount of wealth it was pro. 
ducing, its increase, in fact, or decrea?o of 
material prosperity ? Yet this is just what 
the Government uf Vancouver Island has 
been doing since it came into possession in 
1858. A more enlightened state of things 
was expucted from the new administration, 
and in the hopes that something wonld be 
done on tho advent of Gjvornor Kennedy, 
wo drew attention at some length to tho sub- 
ject in May last. We pointed out tho fast 
that there was scarcely a single subject that 
came up for legislation thai is thoroughly 
weighed or understood in its bearings on the 
inhabitants. ''When taxation" wo said " be- 
comes the matter of debate, we \ ave one 
member putting down the total number of 
the inhabitants of the Island at 6000 and 
another at 10,000, just as the figures may 
suit tbe gentleman's arguments or fancy ; 
and again we have tho agricultural land 
stated by one member to be almost illimitable 
and by auothor to be but a few thousand 
acres. Oui' imports and exports — things 
which our Legislature rarely touches upon — 
are probably the only subjects of importance 
with which tho Government is thoroughly 
acquainted. Tho industrial resources of the 
oouulry — the real element^ of our future 
prosperity — are never thought of. Tho first 
move has yet to bo made to acquire a know- 
ledge of the number of actual settlers, tbe 
amount of laud under cultivati n, and the 
description of the crops. Of the lumbering, 
fishing and coal mining interests, we have 
not a Bingle official record. We have no 
authentic or reliable means of judging of tbe 
progression of tho colony, either in population 
Or in wealth. We cannot tell the yearly 
number of our immigrants, nor approximate 
the sum totul (f tbuse who leave our shores. 
There is no registrar to point periodically to 
the reproductive character of our inhabitants 
— to the number of those who enter the 
married state and become literally 1 settled ' 
— or to thoso who depart for ' the bourne 
from whence no traveller returns'" 

Such was tho state of things wheu we 
wrote exactly six months ugo, and although 
we have bud no end of speeches in the As- 
sembly — long-winded enough some of them 
— we have yet to listen to the first member 
who seems to under land that without statis- 
tics legislation is worse than a lottery. We 
have yet to discover an Assembly politician 
who is aware that the first aim of a stu'esman 
ii to know so reining about the internal 
economy of tbe country whose interests are 
placed in his safe-keeping. Mi mbcrs may 
expatiate upon the benefits or evils of union 
and grow eloquent ovor tho outrages of the 
Hudson's Bay Company ; but it is time 
thrown away if thoy cannot show n cipacity 
to govern the country. We would desire 
very much to seo that million of dollars paid 
over to us by (ho fur traders ; but if wo are 
to have it controlled by a Legislature that is 
content to remain in u'ter ignorance of the 
progress of the colony, we think it would be 
much better that tho sum should remain in 
the company's coffers. 

This ignorance of our aotual condition is 
injurious in more ways than one — it is not 
the Government alone who are groping in 
the dark ; but every business man, fanner 
and resident of tbe Island. Our connec- 
tion aud intercourse with even other couDtrieB 
are m serially affected by a statu of affairs 
that makes everything a hazard. If wo asked 
to-morrow what had been tho amount of Innd 
and the character of the crops under cultiva 
tion in the colony tho present year, or, in fact, 
any year since 1858, or tho number of head ol 
stock, we could not get anything even like an 
approximation. We should have an oscilla- 
tion between a hundred or a thousand per cent. 
If we asked for tbe number of arrivals aud 
departures, the rata of increase or decrease 
of our population, the nnswor would be 
scarcely any nearer tho truth. Surely this 
is a condition only justifiable in a country 
where the habits aud customs of civilized 
life do not oblain ! We think it hard some- 
times that, with all our resources, wo are so 
little noticed by thu outer world ; but is it 
not our own fuult? What information can 
• we afford to any country that would be use> 
ful lo it or to ourselves. We can glean from 
" universal information" books, gazetteers, 
periodicals, and so forth, statistics of nlinosl 
every other civilized country in the world— 
wo can tell ihe amount ol population of 
Prince Edward's Island — tho wheat crop ol 
Canada — Iho ship building ol New Bruns- 
wick and tho fisheries of New Found land ; 
bat where are we to meet witii anything 
about Vancouver Island or even liritish Col- 
umbia, unltiSB it comes iu,the shape of " no- 
tice tn correspondents" in an English paper, 
by which tho world is informal that we are 
overrun by wild and hostile Indians, that tho 
ico in our rivers and liurhotB during tho 
winlor is only twouly-four loot thick, and 
that there are places where tho while man 
can exist for a few months during this inole* 
mem season. » 

We hope that tho present year will not be 
allowod to puss away like, thoso gone by, 
adding no facts, furnishing no information, 
leaving the inhabitants no wiser with regard 
to tho slate of tho country than thoy were 
bofore. Wo have shown previously how our 
aolonial statistics could bo obtained without 
costing tho colony an additional appointment 
or anything nvcr a trifling expense. Wc have 
' .pointed out how n registrar of births, deaths 
and mirriagoa ciuld be very easily construct- 
ed out of tornu ol our not over-worked offi- 
cials— how the police could luko iho census 
—how tho magistrates or Government repre- 
sentatives in tho various districts could fur- 
nish all the necessary details about those dis- 
tricts— snd how every description t,f infer- 



raation oould be obtained at tho most trifling 
oost. All it requires is some Eonsible pruo 
tical man in tho Houso to mout the subject ; 
fjr ihe matter is of such gravo importance in 
tho government of the country that we are 
certain from neither tho Legislative nor Ex- 
ecutive branches could it moot with anything 
but support .

THE KOOIBNAY MINES. 

Tho steamer Enterprise arrived on Satur- 
day evening from New Westminster with 100 
passengers and about $150,000 in treasure. 
About $50,000 remained at New Westmin- 
ster, and over $100,000 are on the way to the 
Hank of British Columbia. 

The latest arrivals trora Williams Creok 
are up to tho 9th inst. 

The Reliance and Hope bad arrived at 
New Westminster with over 100 passengors 
most of whom bad large purses. Mr. O'Reilly, 
Gold Commissioner, Mr. White, and Messrs. 
Kahy, Edwards, Pol mire, Ericson, Taggart, 
Hunt, Hennols, Hard Curry, Nelson, Chas. 
Miiluy, Devine, Harper, McDonuld und 
many others holding interests in the Aurora, 
Raby, Ericson, Ha:d Curry, Forrost Rose, 
Dead Broke, and other of the principal 
claims on tho creok are among those who 
aame down. 

Williams Creek. 

The Ericson Co. have for ubout two 
weeks past realized the enormous sum ol 
nearly 330,000! This amount they havo 
taken out Irom their upper 3t.:-ft mcenilv sunk. 
From May 29tb to date (7ih inst.) the claim 
has yielded 8130,1-13 70. The expenses dur- 
ing tho same period have been 856.000. 
They have throe shafts and threo wheels in 
full preparation for working next season. 
The claim is at present laid over. 

The Raby Co. have been do'inn exceed- 
ingly well up to the closo of their work. 
They had averaged about 100 ounces a day 
for Willi) weeks past. Two shareholders 
in this claim have brought down about 
$20,000 in dust. From th.< -1th of June, '64, 
to dale the claim has yielded nearly $100,- 
000. 

The Ai'tioitA Co — Messrs. Deviue, Hil- 
ton and others of this claim brought down 
about $50 000 in dust. The claim realized 
during the season 8175,000, out of which 
845,000 wero paid for expenses. 

The Watty Co. has been realizing small 
dividends. 

Tiik Cariboo Co. continued successfully. 
They are preparing to work through the 
winter. 

The Caledonia Co. are iu tho samo po- 
sition. 

The New York Co. are doing very well 
and getting good pay. 

The Grizzly Co. have through Mr. Griera' 
exertions commenced work again with a 
strong probability of success. 

Tiik Moffatt Co, are still getting out 
pay, atul they intend lo work all winter. 

The Pn'tNCB or VVales Co, are at work 
and are averaging 50 ounces a day. 

The Never Sweat Co. have drifted 
again to their lead, ami were making prepa- 
rations to wash when Mr. Raby left. 

The Watson Co. are running a drift 
through ibo bed-rock towards the old 
channel. 

The Beo-Kock Drain was being pushed 
lorward, arid il completed before the Spring 
will prove of ureat vuluo to Ihe Welch, liuld- 
head, Barker and other companies above now 
troubled with water. 

Stout's Gulch. 

This is a small tributary of Williams 
Creek. 

The Fi.otd Co. are getting from 825 to 
$30 a day to Ihe hand. The gulch is as yet 
unprospecled, Several companies aro pre- 
paring lo work during the winter. 

Lowheo Creek. 

From Mr. llenness, ol the Sage Miller and 
Moorheud companies, a gentian an well- 
known in both colonies, who lolt on tho 7th, 
we lean; that

THE NANAIMO INDIANS. 

Nanaimo, 17th Nov. 1864. 
Whilo addressing the tribe of Indiana at Ih 
nluco on Tuesday last, His Excellency Governor 
Kennedy In the course of his remnrks observed 
" that they appeared to bo the most civilized and 
best looking Indians ho had yet seen in either 
colony." 

'lhis assertion coming from His Excellency is 
worthy of note, and fur au^ht 1 know to the con- 
trary, may be considered pretty correct. It niUBt 
be admitted by all who havo cursorily watched 
the management and mode of dealing with tho 
Indians here by the authorities and those having 
influence over the natives, that much goml hm 
been done among them ; and it must likewise he 
gratifying to their managers and Instructors to 
know that the good order and training they evince 
extorted the admiration of His Excellency. 

Notwithstanding the many drawbacKa a work of 
civilizing aud improving the social and moral con- 
dition of the Indians has to encounter, the Nan- 
aimo tribe are becoming by degrees inventive, 
tractable, and useful to society. Witness the late 
turn out of Indian constables and tho great re- 
version in their method of constructing houses, 
&c, ftc. 

His Kxeellency in his address to tbem strongly 
adverted upon the necessity of heavy punishment 
being meted out to the unprincipled vendors of 
the ensnaring poison tho Indians are so prone to 
imbibe, which beguiles them of their reason and 
sometimes of their lives. He urged the native 
police to ferret out thoso engaged iu the traffic 
and ropo-t them to the magistrates, who he said 
would inflict the penalty they deservo. 

Some good result must hereafter be evolved 
from the energy and assiduity displayed by the 
Indian teachers.

JEFF DAVIS' CELEBRATED SPEECH 

The following speeuh, made by Jeff Davis 
at Macon, Ua., on September 23d, is extract" 
od from ihe columns of lha Macon Telegraph 
} Confederate of September 24th. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, Friends and 
Fellow-Citizens— It would have gladdened 
my heart to have mat you in prosperity in- 
stead of adversity. But friend" are drawn 
together in adversity. The son of o 
Georgian who (ought through tbe first Revo- 
lution, I would be untrue to myself if 1 should 
fofget the State in hor day of peril. What 
though misfortune has befallen onr arms from 
Decatur to Jonesboro, our cause is not lost. 
Sherman cannot keep up his loug line of 
communication, Hnd retreat, sooner or later, 
ho must; and when iliat day ciirnos tho fate 
that befell tho army of the French Empire in 
its rulrsut from Moscow will bo reacted. 
Onr cavalry and our people will harms* end 
dostroy hisjarmy as did tbe Cossacks that ol 
Napoleon ; and tho Yankee General, liko 
him, will esoaio with only a body guard, 
How cac this bo the most speedily effected? 
By the absentees of Hood's army returning 
lo their posts ; and will lhey noi 1 Can they 
sea the banished exiles, can they bear the I 
wail of their suffering countrywoman nnd 
children and no; come? By what inlluonce- | 
they aro made to slay away it is not ucces- j 
^\ry to speak. If there is ono who will slay 
iwny n^ this hour he is unworthy of Ihe nsBio I 
of Georgian. To ihe women no appoal is ' 
necessary. They aro like the Spartan mothers 
of old. I know of one who has lost nil her sons, 
except one of eight years. She wro'.o that 
she wanted mo to reserve a place for him in 
ibe ranks. The vcnorable General Polk, to 
whom I road the letter, knew that woman 
well, and said it was characteristic of her; 
but I will not weary you by turning aside to 
relate the various incidents of giving up ilia 
last son to tho cause of cur country, known 
to me. Wherever wo go wo find the hearts 
and hands of our noble women enlisted. 
They are seen wherever Iho eye may fall or 
the step turn. Tt.ey have one duty to per 
form; lo buoy up the hearts of our poop u. 
I know the deep disgrace foil by Georgia at 
oor army falling back from Dalton to the in- 
terior of iho State. But I was not of those 
who considered Atlanta lost when our army 
crossed tho Chattahoochee. 1 resolved lha! 
it should not, and I then put a man in corn-, 
mand who I know would strike a manly blow 
for the city, and many a Yankee's blood was 
made to nourish the soil before tho prize was 
.von. It does not become us to revert to 
lisastcr. Let Iho dead bur" the dead. Lot 
IS, with ono arm and one effort, endeavor to 
crush Sherman. I am going to Ibe army to 
confer with our generals. The end must bn

It has been said that 1 abandoned Georgia 

10 her falo. Shame upon such falsehood. 
Where could 'ho author have been when 
Walker, when Polk, and when Gen. Stephen 
D Lee was sent to hor assistance. Miserable 
n an. The man who uttered this was a 
scoundrel. He was not a man to save our 
country. If I kuow the t u General did not 
possess the right qualities to command, would 

not be wrong if bo was not removed? Why, 
when oht army was falling hack from North- 
ern Georgia, I even heard that I had sonl 
Brag with pontoons lo cross it to Cuba. But 
wo must bo charitable. The man who can 
speoulalc ought to be made lo take up his 
musket. .When the war ia over and our in- 
dependenco won— and we will establish our 
independence — who will be our aristocracy .' 
I hope the limping soldier. To the young 
ladies I would say thai when choosing be- 
tween an empty sleeve and the man who had 
remained at home and grown rich, always 
take the empty sleeve. Let tho old men ro- 
maiu at home and make bread. Bui should 
lhey know of auy young men keeping away 
from the service, who cannot lie made to go 
any other way, lei [hern write lo ihe Execu- 
tive. I read all letters sent me from ihe peo- 
ple, but have not Ihe time to reply lo them. 
You have not many men between 18 and 45 
left. The boys. God bless the hoys, ore as 
rapidly as they become old enough going to 
tho lield. Tho city of Macon is tilled with 
stores, sick nnd wounded. It must not be 
abandoned when threatened, but when the 
enemy come, instead of calling upon Hood's 
army lor defense, the old men must fight, und 
when the enemy is driven beyond Chatta- 
nooga, lhey loo c»n join iu tho general re- 
joicing. 

Your prisoners are kept as a sort of Yankee 
capital. I have heard that one of their 
Generals said thai their exchange would de- 
leal Sherman. I have tried every means, 
conceded everything to effect an exchange, 
but to no purpose. Butler, tho beast, with 
ahum no Commissioner of Exchange would 
hold intercourse, hail published in the news- 
pavers that if we would ennsenl lo the ex- 
change of negroes, all difficulties mi^ht be 
removed. This is reported as an rCforl or his 
to got himsolf whitewashed by holding inter- 
course with gentlemen If an exchange 
could be effected. I don't know but thn' 1 
might be induced to recognise Butler. But 
in "the future every efiort will be givon, as 
far as possible, to effect the end. Wei want 
our soldiers in tbe field, and wo want the sick 
and woDiided lo return home. 

It is not proper lor ma to speak of ihe 
number of raetHin ihe Geld, but this 1 will 
say, that two-thirds of our men are absent, 
some sick, some wounded, but most of them 
absent without leave. The man who repents 
and goes back lo his commander voluntarily 
uppeals s'ronyiy !o executive clemency. Bui 
suppos" ho stays away uutil tho war is over, 
and Ids comrades return home, and when 
every man's history will be tolJ, whore will 
be shield himself. It is upon these relleo- 
tions that I rely to mnko men lelurn lo their 
duty, but after conferring with our Generals 
at headquarters, if there be any oiher remedy 
it shall bo applied. I love my friends and I 
forgive my enemies. 

I have been asked to su':d reinforcements 
from Virginia to Ueorg.a. In Virginia the 
disparity of numbers is just as great as' it is 
m Georgia. Than I have been asked why 
the army sent lo iho Shenandoah Valley wis 
not soul here. Il was because an army of 
the enemy had pone I rated thut valley to the 
very gales of Lynchburg, and Gen. Early was 
sent to drive them back.. This he not only 
did, but crossing tho Potomac, came well 
nigh capturing Washington itself, ami forced 
Gr.uil to send ivo corps of his army to pro- 
tect it. This the enemy denominated a raid. 

11 so, Sherman's march into Georgia is u raid. 
What would prevent them now, il Gen. Ear- 
ly was withdrawn, Iroin taking Lynchburg, 
nnd [Hilling a complete cordon of men around 
Richmond ,' I counselled with that great 
and grave soldier, den. Lee, upon ail those 
points. My mind roamed over tho whole 
lield. Willi tins we can succeed. If one- 
half the rnpu now absent without leave will 
rolurn to duty, we can defeat Ihe enemy. 
With that hope I sin going lu !h„ (rout. I 
may not realize this hope, but 1 know thore 
are men there who have looked death in tho 
face loo 7 often to despond now. Lei no one 
despond. L"l no ono disfrust , and remem- 
ber tint if geciua is iho beau ideal, hope is 
the reality.
